Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  herewith  tny  fourth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Public  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition 
of  the  Wimborne  and  Cranborne  Rural  District  for  the 
year  1913. 

The  death  rate  is  somewhat  higher  than  last  year, 
which  was  exceptionally  low,  and  but  for  that  year  is  still 
much  lower  than  preceding  years. 

The  birth  rate  is  very  low  and  seems  to  be  falling. 

Possibly  with  an  increase  of  cottage  accommodation 
young  couples  may  be  kept  in  the  Rural  District,  and  so 
help  the  birth  rate  to  be  raised. 

The  L.G.B.  letter  on  Mr.  Leonard’s  report  will  help 
matters  forward  in  this  direction.

Physical  Features. — The  district  is  situated  in  the  North  East 
portion  of  the  County  of  Dorset  and  is  drained  by  the  Rivers  Stour, 
Allen  and  Crane  and  their  tributaries.  The  general  character  of  the 
country  is  undulating,  with  no  elevation  greatly  above  the  sea  level. 
The  lowest  part  being  about  40  feet,  and  the  highest  about  520  feet 
above  ordinance  datum. 

A  band  of  the  lower  Eocene  Beds  consisting  of  plastic  clay  and 
London  clay,  divides  the  district  in  a  line  running  from  N.E.  to  S.W. 
and  through  the  Wimborne  Urban  district. 

To  the  N.W.  of  this  band  the  district  rests  on  the  older  chalk 
formation  and  to  the  S.E.  of  the  band  on  the  Middle  Eocene  Beds 
comprising  the  lower  Bagshot  sandy  gravel,  and  clay  alluvium  is 
found  in  the  vicinity  of  the  banks  of  the  rivers  Stour  and  Allen. 

Climate. — Mild  and  humid  with  rarely  any  extensive  frost  or 
snow  in  the  winter. 

Average  Rainfall  44*4  inches  in  the  year  1912  (latest  figures 
available).  Therefore  in  1912  as  far  as  this  district  was  concerned  it 
was  wetter  than  any  year  since  1872. 

The  average  rainfall  for  the  past  57  years  is  33^8  inches. 

Whereas  at  the  end  of  1903  it  was  337  inches.  Showing  a 
general  rise  during  the  last  few  years. 

August  was  the  wettest  month  with  7.2  inches.  April  was  the 
driest  with  *ii  inch.  On  September  29,  the  wettest  day  of  the  year, 
1 ‘4  inches  fell. 

The  average  wettest  month  is  October  ;  the  average  driest  month 
is  May.  1912  was  therefore  a  wet  and  sunless  year,  with  600  fewer 
hours  of  sunshine,  or  only  1472  hours  with  a  mean  temperature  of

Social  Conditions  and  Chief  Occupations. 

The  district  is  almost  wholly  Agricultural.  Dairy  farms  are 
numerous,  and  some  of  them  large,  supplying  not  only  the  district, 
but  also  sending  large  quantities  of  milk  to  Bournemouth,  Southamp¬ 
ton,  and  London.  The  only  factories  or  works  in  the  district  are  a 
large  paper  mill  at  Witchampton  and  a  dairy  and  cheese  factory  at 
Sturminster  Marshall.  A  considerable  area  of  the  district  is  occupied 
by  pine  woods  and  common  lands  and  downs,  and  a  large  portion  is 
covered  by  private  parks  and  game  preserves. 

Mud-walled  and  thatched  cottages  are  still  prevalent.  Some  have 
fallen  to  hand,  when  they  are  found  to  be  hardly  worth  repairing. 
Some  are  still  occupied  by  lifehold  tenants,  and  here  many  are  too 
poor  to  put  them  in  thorough  repair. 


Poor  Law  Relief  and  Gratuitous  Medical  Relief. 

Poor  Law  Relief  is  nothing  like  so  extensive  since  the  National 
Insurance  Act  came  into  force,  but  as  the  contributions  fall  off  an 
individual  with  a  long  illness  such  as  phthisis  becomes  destitute,  and 
uas  to  seek  relief  from  the  Guardians.  This  is  a  fault  which  should 
evidently  be  remedied. 

Also  the  Act  should  certainly  include  the  wives  and  families,  who 
after  all  are  the  ones  who  need  most  looking  alter. 
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Water  Supply. 


The  whole  district,  save  five  noted  below,  are.  supplied  by  wells, 
which  vary  in  depth  from  170  feet  in  the  chalk  at  Handley,  to  6  feet  in 
the  gravel  at  Sturminster  Marshall. 

The  possibilities  of  contamination  are  carefully  guarded  against, 
both  by  protecting  the  wells  and  prohibiting  vault  closets  and  un¬ 
drained  yards. 

Earth  closets  are  now  almost  universal,  and  the  careful  and 
frequent  emptying  of  them  on  the  gardens  far  from  the  water  supply 
is  now  insisted  upon.

The  quality  of  each  is  good  and  supply  constant. 

Rivers  and  Streams.-- No  complaints  have  been  received  of  any 
pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  in  the  district,  nor  do  I  think  it  takes 
place  to  any  great  extent. 

Drainage  and  Sewarage. — None  of  the  villages  have  any  system, 
nor  is  any  contemplated. 


Closet  Accommodation. — The  pail  and  earth  system  predominates 
(vaults  and  privies  are  rare  and  are  converted  into  the  earth  system 
whenever  possible).  They  are  generally  in  good  repair  and  clean, 
though  there  is  great  difficulty  in  getting  sufficient  earth  used. 

Water  closets  are  increasing  in  those  areas  where  water  is  laid 
on  ;  all  the  houses  and  drains  being  built  under  the  local  Bye-laws.

Scavenging.— There  is  no  public  system  nor  would  one  be  possible 
in  such  a  scattered  district.  The  emptying  of  pails,  &c.,  is  done  by 
the  occupier  and  the  contents  are  deposited  on  the  land  with  due 
regard  to  the  water  supply.

These  have  all  been  inspected,  the  water  supply  and  sanitary 
conditions  are  good.  Many  have  been  closed  for  the  prevention  of 
the  spread  of  infectious  diseases,  and  where  this  is  done  the  nearest 
schools  in  the  area  have  been  notified  of  the  fact  and  the  children 
given  a  warning  to  repeat  to  their  parents  to  prevent,  if  possible,  their 
going  into  the  infected  area,  as  with  care  a  disease  can  often,  when  it 
is  widely  known,  be  isolated  to  one  school  area. 

The  medical  inspection  of  the  school  children  has  been  ably 
carried  out  by  our  four  medical  officers  at  Dorchester. 

But  considering  first  the  railway  journey  from  Dorchester,  then 
the  distance  of  most  of  these  schools  from  any  station  and  their  number, 
a  year  could  be  profitably  be  spent  in  this  district  of  Dorset  alone, 
Schools  closed  through  infectious  disease  are  disinfected  before  being 
open  again. 
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Milk  Supply. — Milk  is  exported  in  considerable  quantities  to 
Poole,  Bournemouth,  Southampton,  and  London,  besides  that  sold  in 
the  area. 

It  is  on  the  whole  good  and  the  cleanliness  of  production 
improving,  though  a  Pure  Milk  Bill  would  be  a  great  help. 

No  action  has  been  taken  with  regard  to  tuberculosis  milk.  I  do 
not  think  tuberculosis  in  cows  can  be  great,  from  the  small  amount  of 
gland  or  abdominal  trouble  that  is  met  with. 

Dairies  and  Coivsheds. — Number  of  Dairymen,  Cowkeepers  and 
Milk  Sellers  on  the  register  is  103.

The  Council  have  made  regulations  under  the  Dairies  and 
Cowsheds  Order  of  (1885),  and  they  are  well  observed.  Inspections 
are  frequent  at  milking  times,  and  improvements  in  cleanliness  are 
gradually  being  effected.  No  actions  were  taken  under  these  orders. 

One  new  Cowshed  of  30  stalls  has  been  erected  on  the  Bankes 
Estate  at  Bothenwood  Farm,  which  had  all  been  burnt  down 
shortly  before. 

The  chief  interest  lies  in  that  each  cow  has  a  separate  porcelain 
trough,  so  that  contamination  is  not  possible  (at  any  rate  here)  from  one 
cow  to  the  next. 

Bakehouses. — There  are  24  Bakehouses  in  the  district.  These 
have  all  been  visited,  and  their  condition  is  good.  No  underground 
ones  exist. 

Slaughter  Houses. — There  are  4  in  the  district  ;  none  are  licensed 
or  registered.  They  have  all  been  visited  and  found  clean. 

Food  Inspection. — The  condition  of  food  and  premises  generally 
is  good. 

None  has  been  found  unsound,  nor  have  any  carcases  or  part  of 
carcases  been  condemned  for  tuberculosis.

Housing. 

The  housing  of  the  working  classes  in  the  district  is  on  the 
whole  good,  but  more  accommodation  is  wanted,  especially  cottages 
with  3  bedrooms  rented  about  2/6. 

There  seems  to  be  a  general  want  in  most  districts,  but  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  be  positive  what  and  where  it  is  really  wanted 
unless  it  is  tested. 
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And  that  it  is  proposed  to  do  in  several  parishes,  but  the  number 
has  not  been  settled  yet.  Many  of  the  houses  have  only  2  bedrooms. 
It  would  be  a  good  thing  were  houses  of  only  3  bedrooms  allowed  to 
be  put  up. 

The  Inspections  under  the  Housing  Regulations  of  1910  has 
been  730.  The  number  of  new  houses  has  been  47,  while  6  have 
been  demolished.

The  general  character  of  the  defects  were  the  mud  walls  being 
cracked  ;  the  foundation  almost  worn  away  ;  the  floors  being  damp, 
the  brick  being  laid  on  the  ground  ;  the  roofs  leaking  and  general 
repairs. 


Sanitary  Administration. 

The  staff  comprises  :  Two  part  time  officers,  C.  Thomson,  M.O.H.  ; 
and  C.  T.  Stride,  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  latter  works  under  the  direction  of  the  former  and  reports  to 
him,  looking  after  81,010  acres  and  15,300  people,  with  distance 
averaging  five  miles  (but  as  much  as  fifteen  to  the  North).  No  office 
accommodation  provided.

Chemical  Work. — The  M.O.H.  analyses  all  water  samples  ;  42 

good  water  certificates  were  granted.  No  other  chemical  work 
provided  for. 

Bacteriological  Work. — The  Council  will  pay  for  the  examination 
where  the  people  are  too  poor  to  pay  for  themselves.  Cases  have 
been  examined. 

Infectious  Diseases. — On  receipt  of  a  notification,  the  premises 
are  visited  and  printed  instructions  left  with  cases  where  Isolation  is 
adequate.  A  minute  enquiry  is  made  to  trace  the  source  and  the 
danger  of  spread  is  pointed  out  to  responsible  persons.  In  cases 
where  isolation  is  not  adequate,  the  case  is  removed  to  the  Blandford 
Isolation  Hospital.  Two  cases  in  all  were  removed  there  during  the 
year,  both  Diphtheria.  The  house  is  then  disinfected  and  contacts  looked 
out  for. 

I  have  not  noted  any  return  or  carrier  cases.  On  the  hist 
appearance  of  any  infectious  disease  in  a  school,  the  schools  are  closed 
and  a  note  is  sent  to  the  surrounding  schools  warning  them  that  the 
near  district  is  infected,  this  warning  is  then  repeated  to  the  children 
who  are  instructed  to  tell  their  parents. 

The  outbreaks  are  often  confined  to  one  school  area. 

The  mode  of  disinfection  is  always  by  formalin  lamps,  which  are 
supplied  by  the  Council  for  those  who  are  not  able  to  purchase  them. 

Isolation  Hospital.  —  None  in  the  district  ;  the  Council  have 
arrangements  with  the  Blandford  Council,  who  will  take  cases  into 
their  Isolation  Hospital.  They  send  their  ambulance  over  and  fetch 
them. 

This  arrangement  seems  to  work  well,  and  during  the  year  I  have 
always  been  able  to  get  in  the  cases  I  have  wanted  to. 

Prevention  of  Infant  Mortality.  —  By  Visitors  has  not  been 
adopted,  nor  is  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  in  force.  I  am  still 
sending  to  every  mother,  as  soon  as  I  receive  the  birth  notification 
from  the  Registrar,  a  small  pamphlet  on  the  feeding  and  bringing  up  of 
children.  This  has  been  working  over  two  years  now,  and  I  believe 
is  doing  some  good.
